The president has appointed John P. 
Debolt judge at Honolulu, vice A. S. 
Humphreys, resigned. Mr. Debolt is a 
prominent member of the Honolulu bar. 

The acticn in the case of Vaughan was 
directed from Oyster Bay. Charges had 
been preferred against Mr. Vaughan some 
time ago and the president, after mak- 
ing inquiries on his southern trip, deter- 
mined to remove him. 

Mr. Vaughan’ was first appointed by 
President McKinley. He was reappointed 
by President Roosevelt about eight 
months ago. He was a candidate for 
United States judge and the charges 
preferred in opposition to his appoint- 
ment to the bench are understood to 
have first influenced the president against 
him. 

Came Like a Bombshell. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 11.—(Spe- 
ciak)—The bulletin of the Associated 
Press this afternoon announcing the re- 
moval of United States District Attor- 
ney Waughan, chairman of the state 
republican committee, from his federal 
office by Président Roosevelt threw a 
bombshell into the camp of the re- 
publicans in Birmingham. In groups 
about the government butiding members 
of the party, office holders and otHers, 
were to be seen discussing the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Vaughan, when seen toniebt by a 
correspondent, had not received any tele- 
gram himself and knew nothing con- 
cerning the matter beyond that heard 
through the press. ‘TI have nothing to 
gay,’ said Mr. Vaughan. 

Some of his friends offered consolation 
by saying they did not believe the news, 
while others thought perhaps a mistake 
Shad been made. There is hope that the 
president may rescind his action. 

Mr. Vaughan states he believes the 
report to be true, having received pri- 
vate telegrams from Washington dur- 
ing the afternoon, but he can give no 
reason for the action. 

Many persons well informed as to con- 
ditions here state that Mr. Vaughan's 
dismissal] from service is due entirely 
to the prominent part he has been tak- 
ing in politics. For some time Mr. 
Vaughan has been the recognized leader 
of the republican faction in control of 
the state and his removal looks like 
a slap in the face of the Alabama ma- 
chine.

Feared That All of the Great Gushers Will Be Destroyed==Acres 


-Beaumont,.Tex., September 12.—The oil 
field is on fire and judging by the great 
volumes of smoke which are flowing in 
from Spindle Top there is grave danger 
that great loss will be sustained, if the 
field is not destroyed. 

The fire started early in the evening 
in some waste oil along side the Texas 
and Sabine tracks and burned about 60 
feet of trestle. This was gotten under 
control and it was believed that all dan- 
ger had passed, but in some way the iire 
has been communicated to the field and a 
number of huge settling tanks, containing 
thousands of barrels of petroleum, have 
already exploded and others are reported 
as being in the direct line of the fire, 
which has spread over a wide area al- 
ready. 

The ground is saturated with oil and 
there is no chance for stopping the 
progress of the flames tonight. The fire 
is spreading rapidly and it is believed ihe 


whole field will be ignited before daylight. |

New Orleans, La., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Mrs. A. Glover, of Canal. and 
Rocheblave street, died in the dGentist's 
chair at noon today. 

She was under the hands of two opera- 
tors, Drs. James A. Sampsell, the dentist 
of Carondelet street, was pulling her 
teeth and Dr. Joseph <A. O’Hara, her 
family physician, administered the. anes- 
thetic. 
' Dr. O’Hara, who was- applying the 
chloroform, said of the accident: 

‘Mrs. Glover came to Dr. Sampsell to 
have her teeth extracted. I am her fami- 
ly. physician and was there to administer 
anesthetics, and did. so. I administered it 
lightly before each tooth was pulled and 
‘she came to. After the fourth tooth was 
extracted she came to as usual and spoke 
to me. As the fifth was being pulled she 
collapsed in the chair and became com- 
pletely unconscious and died. I am very 
much distressed over the deplorable af- 
fair and can only say that it was purely 
a matter that could not be foreseen.” 

‘Was she a large woman or subject to 
heart failure?’ 

“No,” said Dr. O’Hara, “she was not a 
large woman and was not subject to 
heart failure. I had treated her for a lit- 
tle bronchial trouble and had built her 
constitution up a great deal. I certainly 
had no reason to expect any such deé- 
plorable result as that of today.”

Heit Says Coal Operators will: 


Not Treat with the Strike 
Leader, 


MITCHELL IS CHARGED 
WITH SELFISH MOTIVES 


Alleged That He Is Seeking Personal 
Aggrandizement Out of the 
Strike — People’s Alliance 
Urge Governor Stone 
To Take Action. 


New York, September 11.—Abram 8. 
Hewitt, former mayor of New York, gavé 
out a statement today in which he said 
he knew positively that J. P. Morgan 
would not interfere in the coal strike. 
Mr. Hewitt also said that the coal oper- 
ators would not agree to arbitrate with 
John Mitchell, but that he bellqved they 
would consider grievances presented by 
their employees. 

“T don’t altogether blame Mr. Mitchell 
for bringing on this strike. Mr. Mitchell 
advised against the strike. When he 
called the convention at Shamokin he 
thought he would be able to control ft 


and show what a big fellow he was. But 


those young fellows came in and wanted 
the strike, and the convention got be- 
yond Mitchell’s control. 

“Then he called the Indianapolis con- 
vention. He told the anthracite miners 
that he would ask the bituminous miners 
to go on a sympathetic strike. He did 
so, and they refused. 

‘Mr. Mitchell in public clamors for 
arbitration. But does he want arbitra- 
tion? What Mr. Mitchell wants Is recog- 
nition far himself. Mr. Mitchell fs fight- 
ing for his very life, but there will be no 
recognition of Mr. Mitchell on the part 


of. the operators, and no arbitration be- 
‘tween the operators and Mr. Mitchell. 


“It was Mr. Mitchell who destroyed the 
principle of arbitration in the coal fields. 
The operators are willing and ready to 
adjust any grievances by concessions or 
otherwise with their own employees. But 
they will have nothing to do with Mr. 
Mitchell. This is positive, 

Hewitt and Labor. 

‘Some of my critics reproach me with 
being the owner of coal property and: 
therefore not disinterested, Now, alt 
through my long life I believe that it ig 
generally recognized that when I have 
expressed myself in disputes between 
capital and labor I have generally sided 
with the workingmen.

Alliance Protests to Stone. 

Harrisburg. Pa., September 11.—The 
sonference committee of the People’s Al- 
lance, appointed at their convention at 
Hazelton last Thursday, appeared before 
Governor Stone this afternoon and sub- 
mitted a plan for effecting a settlement 
of the anthracrite coal strike. Their 
plan consists of calling an extra session 
of the legislature to enact laws for com- 
pulsory arbitration; better control of 
foreign corporations doing buisness in 
rennsylvania and enforcing the sixteenth 
and seventeenth articles of the consti- 
tution. . 

Afticie sixteen makes is unlawful for 
any Operator or superintendent to em- 
ploy any person as fire boss who has not 
obtained a certificate of competency, and 
article seventeen prohibits any boy un- 
der 12 years of age or a woman from 
working in a coal mine, and also prohib- 
its a boy under 16 years of age from 
mnining or loading coal. 

Daniel J McCarthy, of Hazelton, said 
the alliance represented the business peo- 
ple of the hard-coal districts, and that its 
purpose was to secure a settlement of the 
strike. There was no sign of a settle- 
ment, and the only hope of bringing about 
an end to the strike is an extra session 
of the legislature for the enactment of 
the legislation that will end the present 
strike and prevent strikes in the futurei 
Mr. McCarthy suggested that if an ex- 
tra seBsion is held, some action should 
be taken to curb the great foreign cor- 
porations which are doing business in 
Pennsylvania. He attacked the beef 
trust, the steel trust and other large cor- 
porations because of the alleged high 
prices which they charge for their prod- 
ucts. 

Morgan Is Denounced. 

Mr. McCarthy said: 

“President Baer, of the Philadelphia’ 
and Reading company, is the creature of 
J. P. Morgan, and the latter should be 
forced to compel Mr. Baer to arbitrate 
the strike. A load of coal cannot be 
bought in the coal region at present 
from the large coal corporations at any 
price. If the legislation is enacted which 
the alliance recommends, it will bring 
the strike to an end and prevent strikes 
in the future.” 

Mr. McCarthy argued that the present 
difficulty in the coal region comes through 
the gross mismanagement of the great 
coal corporaticrs. None of these cor- 
porations, he said, pays a dividend, while 
the individual operators are al] making 
money and getting rich. Relief can be 
granted, he continued, by enacting legis- 
lation that will enforce the sixteenth and 
Seventéenth articles of the state consti- 
tution. 

Addresses were made by other mem- 
bers of the committee along the same 
linés, all urging remedial legislation. The 
; svernor said ne was giad to hear from 
thé ajliance, and expressed his gratifica- 
wv oN nearing the views of the spéak- 
ers. He made no comment on their re- 


marks. 
Mitchell To See Stone. . 

Wilikesbarre, Pa., September 11.—Presi- 
dent Mitchell completed arrangements to- 
day for a fiying trip to Philadelphia 
and Harrisburg. At 8 o’clock tomorrow 
morning he will meet a committee from 
the state legislative board of railway em- 
ployees of Pennsylvania, and at 3 o’clov: 
in the afternoon he will leave for Phila- 
delphia, where he will address the United 
Labor councils of that city. On Saturday 
morning he will start for Harrisburg, 
where he will hold a conference with 
Governor Stone. He expects to return to 
Wilkesbarre Saturday evening.

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Tells Utah Republicans 
That Radical Methods

Ogden, Utah, September 11.—United 
States Senator Beveridge, of indiana, 
opened the republican campaign in Utah 
tonight, speaking at the opera house be- 
fcre the delegates toy the republican state 
ccnvention. The senator was given close 
attention and was frequently applauded. 

He spoke in part as follown: 

On the subject of trusts Senator Beve- 
ridge said: 

“The only law ever enazted to regulat3 
them was passedi by a republican con- 
giess; the only president who éver at- 
tempted to enforce that law was our 
republican president, Theodore Roose- 
velt.” The tariff is not the parent of 
trusts. If it is, Why did not trusts de- 
velop during the Morrill war tariff, that 
lasted from the civil war to the enact- 
ment of the disastrous Wilson tariff. If the 
tarif—. causes trusts, why did they first 
appear in free trade England? If trusts 
exist in different countries with different 
tariff systems, must we not look deeper 
for their cause? And is not that cause to 
be tound in the complex conditions of 
modern life? The individual dealer, the 
little ecrporation of a generation ago 
could not produce and distribute the ne- 
cessities of modern iife. When each com- 
Munity was separated trom the rest of 
the nation, because there was no means 
of con:munication, its wants could be sup- 
plied by individuals an.J smal] concerns 
But the railroad, the telegraph, all the 
agencies of: modern communication have 
kr& the nation into a single colnmunity, 
and individuais acting sevarately can no 
longer do the work required by modern 
life; and organizations of industry become 
vaster than the little concerns of the old 
days, as the cogsdlidated industrial na- 
tion is vaster than the little separate 
cummurities of the cld days. Organization 
of industry simply keeps pace with the 
organization of society. 

“What is the general result? Is it bet- 
ter for the merchant, manufscturer. or 
farmer who ships over railways, to have 
the little short separate lines of twenty- 
five years ago, or is it better for the: 
that those lines are so consolidate@ into 
Systems sweeping to the farthest city 
markets and to the nation’s ocean ports? 
The little lines of road are what you had 
a generation ago; the trunk line is what 
you have today. And yet, then you paid 
twenty to four hundred per cent. more 
freight on every pound of grain and 
every bax of merchandise you shipped 
than you pay today. Is it better for the 
two milllen laborers employed by railways 
to work for the little lines that existed 
twenty-five years ago or for the mighty 
railway consolidations that employ fhem 
tceday? The little separate lines of a gen- 
eration ago, acting in competition, with- 
cut scientific cor sensible connection, paid 
their laborers fifteen to fifty per cent. less 
in wages than the same’ men receive to- 
day; and statistics show that hundreds 
of those little lines went into the hands 
of receivers every year. Often their la- 
borers licst their wages utterly. Today 
hundreds of thousands of more men are 
employed by railWays ‘at higher wages 
than ever before; receiversehips are al- 
mcet unknown and no railway laborer 
loses a dollar of his wages. “And yet the 
opposition to the government demands 
the dissolution of these consolidations. 


Tariff Not the Cause. 

‘These modern conditions have caused 
these rodern industrial developments, 
not the tariff, not the favor of the gcv- 
ernment, not legislation acr the want of 
it. Destruction of the tariff therefore

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wceculd not destroy trusts. It would mere- 
ly create international trusts. 

Senator Beveridge then. discussed .the 
evils of trusts, and declared that there 
were three. First, the watering of stocks 
which defrauded the innocent purchaser 
of those securities, but while only a few 
of our eighty millions are injured in 
this way, that-evil must nevertheless be 
remédied and its only remedy is pub- 
licity. For no one will buy a worthless 
share of stock if he knows the condi-| 
tion of the corpor&tion that issues it. 
And when statements of their business 
are published to the world, every pur- 
chaser may know what he buys. The ad- 
ministration proposes that the people 
shall be informed of the condition of 
corporations doing business throughout 
the nation if they do not follow the ex- 
ample of the steel] trust and publish their 
condition voluntarily. 

“The other evils of trusts are the un- 
just raising of prices and the unjust 
lowering of wages. But the only method 
to prevent these wrongs is the gradual 
development of national control of cor- 
porations doing business throughout the 
nation. And the department of commerce 
which President Roosevelt urged con- 
gress to create is the seed from which 
will grow perfect national control of na- 
tional industry. 

“But effective national supervision must 
grow. Ironclad control of business meth- 
ods which themselves: are perpetually 
changing and improving cannot be cre- 
ated on the instant and would not be ef- 
fective if it could. National control 
which accomplishes anything must. de- 
velop as the changing methods of or- 
ganized industry: themselves develop. 
Moderation is the word of wisdom in all 
human legislation; and moderation is the 
word of necessity in al] legislation that 
attempts to regulate the business activi- 
ties of a nation. of 80,000,000 of people.’ 

Tribute to Roosevelt. 

Referring to the president, the speaker 
said: 

‘Do you name = courage? Theodore 
Roosevelt répresents it. Do you name 
honesty? Theodore Roosevelt is its per- 
sonification. Do you name patriotism? 
Theodore Roosevelt named his on the 
field of battle. Do you name considera- 
tion for every interest of the republic? 
Theodore Roosevelt judges every interest 
in its relations to every other. No sec- 
tion owns him; he bélongs to the nation. 
No influence controls him; he listens to 
the voice of the whole people. The hum- 
blest citizen may meet him face to face 
and shave as ful] hearing as the richest 
man in the land; and he will give wealth 
and property their just are] legal rights 
in spite of demagogue or mob. Simple 
justice to all—that is the spirit that rules 
the mind and heart of the chief magis- 
trate of the American people. How may 
that -which is best for all be practically 
accomplished—that is the question he puts 
to every problem that confronts him.’

GREEN IS GIVEN. 
REINS IN TEXAS 


Son of Hetty Green in Con- 
trol of Republican Party 
in That State. 


Fort Worth, Tex., September 11.—The 
state republican convention adjourned 
tonight, after a two days’ session. Only 
two nominations were made, as follows: 

For Governor—George P. Burkitt, of 
Palestine. 

For Treasurer—Eugene Nolte. 

The convention, which promised to be 
one of the most turbulent in the history 
of the party in this state, closed in per- 
fect harmony amid inspiring scenes. The 
auditorium tonight was packed to the 
doors. The leaders arm in arm on the 
platform, and the delegaes, white and 
black, in the hall stood upon their seats 
and cheered for President Roosevelt and 
the republican party. 

The last act of the convention was to 
give E. R. H. Green full authority to 
supervise the campaigns in Texas during 
the next two years. 

The platform deplores the death of 
President McKinley; indorses without 
qualification all of the acts of President 
Roosevelt, and says that he is “the 
unanimous choice of Texas republicans 
for president in 1904." Appropriations are 
asked from the government to prevent 
destructive overflows of Texas rivers: 
the present tariff law is indorsed, and 
protection for the newspapers of the state 
against libel is demanded. 

A local option plank was offered. but, 
after discussion, it was voted down. 

Gaston Defeats Hamlin. 

Boston, September 11.—Belated returns 
from last night's democratic primaries 
throughout the state indicate that Colo- 
nel William A. Gaston defeated Charles 
S. Hamlin. formerly assistant secretary 
of the treasury, in the contest for guber- 
natorial nomination by a substantial vote. 
It is estimated that Colonel Gaston has 
secured 1,062 delegates to the statg con- 
vention, as against 186 who are for Mr. 
Hamlin and 1909 whose preferentes are 
not given. Nearly 300 delegates are yet to 
be heard from. The convention is com- 
posed of 1,726 delegates, a majority of 
whom i necessary to nominate.

Republicans of Utah Refuse 
To Indorse Roosevelt's 
Cuban Scheme.

Ogden, Utah, September 11.—The re- 
publican state congention today. nomi- 
nated James Howell,,. of . Welleyille, 
Cache .coutity, for ‘congress and Judge 
William MeCarty, of Sevier county, for 
supreme. Court justice and adopted. a 
platfotm in Which. mention of Cuban 
reciprocity was gmitted, On this point 
the beet. Sugar interests of the state 
won out after a somewhat bitter and 
protracted debate in the committee on 
resolutions. Friends of Congressman 
Sutherland, who was one of the re- 
publican “insurgents” on. the reciprocity 
question in thé last session of congress, 
demanded that specifie: indorsement of 
the president’s Cuban policy should 
have no place in the platform and they 
prevailed. In this. they were aided by 
the church people, who insisted that a 
compromise platform cordially indorsing 
President Roosevelt's administration be 
adopted, but leaving out direct refer- 
ence to the proposed 20 per cent reduc- 
tion. 

Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, was 
Scheduled to deliver a speech tonight, 
marking the formal opening of the re- 
publican campaign in Utah. This. pro- 
sramme was changed last night to have 
Senator Beveridge speak at the close 
of the morning session today. When 
the beet. sugar sympathizers heard of 
this they openly threatened to give him 
a hostile reception, belféving it a plan 
to influence the convention in favor of 
a Cuban reciprocity plank, the result 
being that the programme was changed, 
Senator Beveridge speaking tonight. 
Then, with the platform adopted, the 
delegates more than made up for their 
refusal to hear Beveridge in the morn- 


» ing by greeting him with wild cheer- 


ing. An amendment to the platform of- 
fered by Congressman Sutherland, de- 
claring it to be the senSe of the con- 
vention that President Roosevelt be 
nominated for president in 1904 as his 
own successor. was carried with a 
whoop, the delegates standing in their 
seats and cheering for some time. 

The platfoi8n ag adopted deplores the 
death of President McKinley, recognizes 
in Theodore Roosevelt his worthy suc- 
cessor, and expresses unqualified § ap- 
proval of his administration. It in- 
dorses the republican national platform 
of 1909, favors the protective tariff as 
it now exists, recognizes the right of 
labor to organize for its own protection, 
and favors a national board of arbitra- 
tion to decide eontroversies between 
capital and labor. It favors the pas- 
sage of laws providing for governmental 
supervision and control of trusts. It 
condemns ‘‘unjust and oppressive aggre- 
gations of capital,’’ but also condemns 
the ‘democratic policy of destruction,”’ 
as regards corporations; democratic as- 
saults on the army and navy are con- 
demned as being purely partisan and 
productive of rebellion and bloodshed. 
The government is congratulated or 
the final steps toward building an in- 
terdeeanic canal. Stringent immigration 
laws are demanded. 

Senator Kearns’ efforts to open the 
Uintah Indian reservation and in behalf 
of irrigating laws are heartily com- 
mended.

EALER TO SQUEAL 


St, Lovis Aldermen Are Rushing 
To Turn State's Evidence, 


But the Prosecuting Attorney Says 
He Has All the Evidence That 
Is Necessary To Put the 
Gang Behind Prison 
Bars. 


St. Louis, September 11.—The principal 
items of interest today in connection with 
the investigation being carried on by 
Cireuit Attorney Folke into the alleged 
boodle combines in both branches of the 
municipal assembly were the return of 
former Delegate William Tamblyn from 
Cleveland in the custody of an officer and 
the sessions of the grand jury. Before 
being placed in a cell Tamblyn asked 
to see Mr. Folke. His intention was to 
tell all he knew about the doings of the 
combine in the house of delegates, but 
he finally decided not to say anything 
at this time, for the circuit attorney told 
Tamblyn wuiat if he desired to make any 
Statement about matters that were’ being 
investigated he must do so voluntarily, 
without. hope of clemency. Mr. Folke said 
that he had all the evidence needed to 
convict the members of the house com- 
bine. 

Want To Turn State’s Evidence. 

Circuit Attorney Folke said today that 
almost every one of the indicted members 
of the house of delegates’ combine had 
offered to turn state’s evidence, but he de- 
clined to accept more than two or three 
with a promise of clemency. Before J. K. 
Murrell’s return and confession the mem- 
bers of the combine, Mr. Folke said, were 
so sure of their position that offers of 
the authorities to take care of the in- 
formers were spurned. 

The grand jury held two sessions to- 
day. At each sesion a number of mem- 
bers of the council that passed the city 
lighting bill in 1899, in addition to Robert 
McMath, former president of the board of 
public improvements, and. the Hemens 
brothers, electrical contractors, were call- 
ed on to tell what they knew of the trans- 
actions connected with the defeat and 
passage of such measures. 

All day long rumors were rife that in- 
dictments would shortly be found against 
members of the council combine, but the 
grand jury adjourned until tomorrow 
without any such action. 

Mr. Folke said the grand jury wouid 
continue the investigation into the light- 
ing scandal for several days to come. 

Five Alleged Boodlers at Large. 

One member of the house of delegates’ 
combine that the circuit attorney is deep- 
ly anxious to get before the grand jury 
is Delegate Charles F. Kelly, who, with 
five other indicted aldermen, is still at 
large. Kelly is said to be the dispenser 
of the $47,500 that J. K. Murrell testified 
had been paid members of the ring. 

He is still believed to be somewhere in 
St. Louis, despite the stories that capital- 
ists interested in the doings of the com- 
bine had helped him to escape on a Sspe- 
cia} train. 

After the adjournment of the grand 
jury for lunch Sheriff Dick Mann said 
that he was holding Charles C. Carroll, 
Charles H. Thuner, Paulus Gast and 
Henry Gauss, Jr., practically under ar- 
rest. These men are former city council- 
men and are charged with being members 
of the old council combine. The four men 
who were summoned to testify before the 
grand jury are in one of the grand jury 
ante-rooms in the custody of Deputy 
Sheriff Garvey. There lunch was served 
to the four men. 

*“T have no warrants for their arrest as 
yet,” said the sheriff, “but they prac- 
tically are in custody.” 


SUPERIOR COURT OF IRWIN.

Civic Federation Will Move on State 
Legislature. 

New York, September 11.—Following 
the adoption of resolutions by the taxa- 
tion department of the National Civie 
Federation favoring the principle of in- 
tersitate comity as apvlicable to state 
and local taxation, which provides that 
the same property shall not be taxed

“If England wishes to have the Boer 
descendants of the Huguenots as ‘sub- 
jects before God,’ I am willing to be a 
loyal subject before God until the day 
God shall come.

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MAHAN NEEDED 
FOR EDUCATION

Prof. Armstrong Wants Amer- 
ican Life Injected Into the 
English System, 


Belfast, September 11.—The_ sectional 
meetings of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, which 
opened its seventy-second annual meet- 
ing here yesterday, were well attended 
to hear the addresses of their respective 
presidents. Many of these contained 
complimentary references to the United 
States, which was held up as the mode! 
which Great Britain ous ht to follow. 

Professor H. E. Armstrong, of the ed- 
ucational section, made a strong plea 
for the injection of some American life 
and energy into the British educational 
System and paid a high tribute to the 
imaginative insight and foresight of 
“our American cousin, Captain Mahan.’’ 
who had taught the nation the true 
meaning and value of sea power. 

“We need some Mahan,” added Pro- 
fessor Armstrong, ‘‘to discuss the large" 
issues of national defense through edu- 
cation. The ship of state is of vastiv 
greater consequence than the mere navy. 
Yet, those who direct attention to the 
insufficiency of its armament are 
scarcely listened to, and there is not the 
Slightest effort to secure scientificallv 
adjusted and organically complete ma- 
chinery to drill the crew, which is woe- 
fully incomplete owing to the terrible 
absence of organization and discipline.” 

Professor Armstrong -contended that 
what British education today needed 
was to appreciate the value of a scrap 
heap. 

“Why can’t .we,’’ continued the 
Speaker, ‘‘follow the example of the 
industrious American manufacturer and 
agree to ‘scrap’ our scholastic and aca- 
demic ideals, if not our schools an?

PURE DIAMONDS 


FOUND IN RIVE 


Berrien Counly May Have Un- 
told Wealth 


W. J. Henderson, an Expert Mineral- 
ogist, Finds Gems in Berrien 
County—Boy’s Leg Severed. 
Needle Taken from 
Man’s Leg. 


September 11.—(Special.j)— 
Are there diamonds in Berrien? W. J. 
Henderson, of Tifton, thinks so. Mr. 
Henderson is an expert mineralogist and 
has devoted a lifetime to the study of 
minerals and to archaeological researcn. 
It will be remembered that he discover- 
ed a kaolin mine in Colonel Murrow’s 
place, near Tifton, a few weeks since. 
Yesterday he was astonishing ‘friends 
here by the exhibition of several stones 
which he thinks are pure diamonds, 
These he says he discovered in the bed 
of a river in Berrien county, but de- 
clines to say exactly where. He says 
the stones shine like ‘“‘the morning star’’ 
in the river bed and that there are quan- 
tities of them where these were taken 
from. 

The stones exhibited are of a transpar- 
ent, glittering substance and wil] cut 
giass. 
river bed has been sent to an expert, 
Who pronounces it a genuine diamond. 
This one was broken in half and after- 
wards into small pieces. He says the 
stone before it was broken was worth 
$500. The other stones exhibited are from 
$ 1-2 to 41-2 carats each. Mr. Henderson’s 
discovery has excited a great deal of in- 
terest here, and while it is hardly be- 
lieved that diamonds can be found in this 
part of the soutan, yet the stones he ex- 
hibited closely resemble the genuine. 


Leg Severed by Mower. 

A horrible accident occurred yesterday 
morning on the farm of W. M. Sellars, 
3 miles north of town. Mr. Sellars is car- 
rier on rural mail route No. 1, and before 
leaving home that morning had instructed 
his 9-year-old son, Lamar, to carry some 
instructions to a couple of men who are 
mowing his hay in a nearby field. There 
were two men running the two machines, 
and when the little fellow walked up to 
one and delivered his father’s message 
and started to the other, he did not no- 
tice that he was standing near the long 
blade of the mower, which was conceal- 
ed in the high grass. At the same time 
the team started and tne blade of the 
machine struck the lad just above the 
right ankle, severing the leg, bone and 
all, leaving only the main blood vessel 
uncut, which probably saved him from 
bleeding to death. Dr. Peterson was 
promptly summoned and will try to save 
the foot, although it is very probable 
that amputation wil] be necessary. 


Needle in Man’s Thigh. 

Dr. Jefferson Wilcox, of Willacoochee, 
performed an operation yesterday of 
rather an unusual nature. Elijah Paulk, 
aged about.65, complained to him of se- 
vere rheumatic pains in his thigh. Dr. 
Wilcox made an examination and became 
satisfied that there was some toreign sub- 
stance near the bone. An incision was 
made nearly an inch deep, and an old- 
fashion sewing needle, 1 3-4 inches long, 
was extracted. Mr. Paulk is positive that 
the needle has not been stuck in him 
since he was a cnrild and that he either 
swallowed it or it was stuck in him when 
he was very young, at least fifty-nine 
years ago. There are a few like cases on 
the medical record, but it is decidedly 
unusual for a man to carry a needle in 
his body fifty-nine years.

FLORIDA SUPREME COURT

TO HAVE SIX JUSTICES 


Tallahassee, Fla., September 11.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—A constitutional amendment de- 
Signed to relieve the Florida supreme 
court and increase the number of its 
justices so that the court can catch up 
and keep up with its work is to be voted 
upon by the people at the approaching 
general election, and it is meeting with 
Some unexpected oposition. 

The supreme court is now composed 
of three justices and the constitutional 
amendment provides that upon its ratifi- 
cation the governor, by and with the 
consent of the senate, shall appoint three 
more justices, each of whom shall have 
the same powers and receive the same 
compensation as each of the other jus- 
tices of the supreme court, and each 


of the justices so appointed shall hold | 


Office until June, 190, and until the 
election and qualification of his succes- 
sor, if it shall be so provided by law. 
For the year 190% and for the subse- 
quent years the legislature may pro- 
vide by law for the election of such 
number of justices of the supreme court 
as it may determine, and prescribe their 
term of office, not to exceed six years; 
provided, that the number of justices 
holding office at the same time shall not 
be less than three nor more than six, 
and provided that no justice can be de- 
prived by law of his office during the 
term for which he was elected. 

The other section of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment is as follows: 

“The majority of the justices of the 
supreme court shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of all business. 
But when there shall be six justices 
of the supreme court, the court may hear 
and determine cases and exercise any 
of its powers when sitting either in a 
body or in two divisions, under such 


regulations as may be prescribed by law 
or by the rules of said court not incon- 
Sistent therewith. The concurrence of a 
majority of the members of the court 
sitting in any cause wherein the court 
Shall sit as one body shall be necessary 
to a decision; and when any member 
of a division of the court shall dissent 
from the majority of such division on 
any question, such question shall be sub- 
mitted to the court sitting in @ body. 
The number of terms of the supreme 
court and the time of holding the same 
shall be regulated by law. AljJl terms 
shall be held at the capital of the 
state.”’ 

The prime reason why a larger court 
is needed is that for at least fifteen 
years the court has been from three to 
five years behind with its work. It got 
behind in the middle eighties and has 
never caught up. This has made fhe 
speedy termination of litigation in Mor- 
ida a practical impossibility. The pres- 
ent justices. are not charged with any 
part of the blame for this situation, for 
it is appreciated that they have labored 
assiduously to catch yp. 

The last legislature provided a su- 
preme court commission of three law- 
yers to assist the court to clear up its 
congested docket, and this has enabled 
considerable progress to be made. Per- 
sons who are opposed to increasing the 
number of justices urge that if the com- 
mission be extended two years longer the 
back work can be disposed of and three 
justices can tien keep up with current 
business. The friends of the amend- 
ment have become aroused, and the 
chances favor its ratification. With a 
larger court litigants will no longer have 
to wait half a dozen years before ap- 
pealed cases are called for final de- 


cision,

RALLY PLANNED 


Will Work fer Great Appalachian 
Park. 


TO MEET IN ASHEVILLE, 'N. C. 


Atlanta, Knoxville, Chattanooga, 
Charlotte and Asheville Will 
Combine Efforts To Secure 
Favorable Action by 
Congress. 


Knoxville. Tenn., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A movement has been inaugurated 
in this city to have a big Appalachian 
park rally at Asheville, N. C., at an early 
date. It is proposed that business men 
generally from Asheville, Knoxville, Chat- 
tanooga, Atlanta, Charlotte and all other 
cities or localities that are interested in 
the National Appalachian Forest reserve 
shall meet and discuss plans for further- 
ing the interests of the park and for se- 
curing positive and favorable action by 
the next congress. A committee composed 
of Colonel B. R. Strong, R. W. Austin 
and Judge O. P. Temple has been ap- 
pointed to communicate with other cities 
and towns in Tennessee, North Carolina 
and Georgia as to this movement and to 
solicit their support. 

During the last congress Senator Pritch- 
ard introduced an Appalachian park bill 
in the senate and Congressman Brownlow 
had a similar measure in the house, It is 
proposed that the government shall buy 
up several million acres of lands in the 
mountain section of east Tennessee, west- 
ern North Carolina and northern Geor- 
gia for the purpose of preserving it to 
foster the forestry interests of futue 
years. There is little doubt but that the 
park bill will become a law within a year. 
The convention at Asheville will be a big 
affair. 

Trial of Harvey Morg: 

The cases against Harvey Morgan, the 
alleged Montana train’robber, will be call- 
ed in the federal court here next Satur- 
dav. If he should be convicted of all the 
charges against him in this court and 
given the full sentence he would have 
sixty years to serve in prison and would 
be under a fine of $4,000. He is held ul- 
der a “four count indictment,’’ charging 
manipulation of the stolen government 
notes which were being shipped to the 
national bank of Montana. 

In the event he is’ sentenced it is 
thought here he will go to the federal 
prison in Atlanta or to the prison in Al- 
pany, N. Y. Logan will, according to 
an agreement entered. into, between the 
state and federal authorities, be trans- 
ferred to the state authorities here shouid 
he be acquitted in the federal 
court.

against trusts is bound to help the 
democrats. 

There cannot, according to Mr. Clay- 
ton’s notion, be too much agitation of 
the trust question. Whatever Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is able to contribute to 
that agitation is just so much demo- 
cratic gain, because the people of the 
country understand perfectly that the 
only possible alignment on the trust 
question will find the republican party 
standing for the trusts and the dem- 
ocratic party standing against them. 

“Those who listen to the president’s 
speeches cannot but be impressed with 
the fact that the trusts are responsible 
for a lot of evils,” says the Alabama 
congressman. “We do not want him 
to stop. He is plugging for our game. 
When he gets the people educated and 
aroused to the necessity of action by 
congress on this question—a thing 
which not only he, but the democratic 
party is doing—these same people will 
also have come to realize that the 
democratic party is the only hope they 
have for the accomplishment of this 
purpose.” : 

Mr. Clayton thinks it is not necessa- 
ry to discuss the president’s personal 
loss or gain in the matter, as that is 
a responsibility which he himself must 
assume. He doubts very much wheth- 
er Mr. Roosevelt will be able to make 
the people believe he is powerful 
enough to regulate the trusts single- 
handed and alone, and without the aid 
of his party in congress. “One thing 
is certain,” Mr. Clayton adds, ‘“Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will not be able to con- 
vince the public mind that he has the 
support of his party on this question.”’

Roosevelt’s Republican Critics. 

The New York Sun seems to think 
that President Roosevelt has entirely 
forgotten the promise he made when, 
standing with uncovered head just be- 
fore taking the oath of office, he said: 

In this hour of deep and terrible na- 
tional bereavement I wish to state that 
1* shall "be my aim to continue abso- 
lutely unbroken the policy of President 
McKinley for the peace and prosperity 
of our beloved country. 


The Sun _ bases its 
breach of promise upon the presi- 
dent’s anti-trust crusade, which this 
staunch republican newspaper, along 
with some others of the same faith, 
continue to puncture at every possible 
opportunity. An elaborate analysis 
of the Roosevelt promises is made in 
a way to indicate their utter specious- 
ness and _§ futility. That the pro- 
gramme laid down cannot possibly 
bring results is made clear as day; 
and while there are verbal protesta- 
tions of the undoubted honesty of the 
man who makes them, the only pos- 
sible inference is that the president’s 
programme is not advanced in good 
faith. The Sun traces the history of 
}the different amendments to the con- 
stitution and makes reference to one 
of the many efforts, made solely for 
political effect, to put amendment res- 
olutions through congress. This latte: 


allegation of 


the house in the fifty-sixth congress of 
a resolution directly in line with the 
president’s programme, which this ad- 
ministration newspaper is _§ frank 
enough to declare was “a crude and 
dishonest political trick.” Passing 
this over, however, The Sun discusses 
the probable result of an honest effort 
on the same line following the presi- 
dent’s recommandations. 

To pass the house at the coming ses- 
sion such a resolution would have to 
secure the votes of furty-eight demo- 
crats in addition to the solid republi- 
can vote. For sake of argument, The 
Sun assumes that these votes might 
be secured—though, of course, that is 
most doubtful. Then the resolution 
would go to the senate, where a twyo- 
thirds vote is also necessary. The 
next session is the short one, expiring 
by limitation the 4th of March. It is 
pointed out that even under the most 
pressing, urgent pressure of the ex- 
ecutive “a project so radical, so far- 
reaching, so portentous of immeasura- 
ble changes in the fabric of our insti- 
tutions” would be closely scrutinized 
in the senate from every point of 
view. The Sun does not consider it 
possible that the democrats, zealous 
as they are 4n upholding state rights, 
wou]d vote for the resolution, and is 
positive that there would be nothing 
like unanimity in its support on the 
republican side of the chamber. Even 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances conceivable, the preliminary 
legislation required before the pro- 
posed amendment can be submitted to 
the states for their ratification could 
not be secured in the present con-

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- which there is a chance for the presi- 
dent’s resolution going ‘through the 
next congress lies in such republican 
success in this fall's election as will 
give that party-a clear two-thirds 
majority in both houses. The Sun 
does not consider this even remotely 
possible, but giving the constifutional 
amendment policy the benefit of the 
doubt, figures that the proposed reso- 
lution might possibly be put through 
by the first of March, 1905: - This is 
the earliest passible date when such 
action could be secured, and that only 
under the most favorable possible cir- 
cumstances. ; 

This is but the first step. After it 
comes ratification. The, proposed 
amendment must secure the indorse- 
ment of~the legislatures or consti- 
tutional conventions in thirty-four 
states. Computing the time likely to 
elapse before this could be secured— 
providing it could be secured at all, 
which is not likely—The Sun shows 
from the history of other changes in 
the constitution that the average time 
between the enactment of the resolu- 
tion and its ratification has been 
twenty months and fifteen days; sup- 
posing, therefore, that this momen- 
tous change in the system of our gov- 
ernment could secure the indorsement 
of the states in the average time, there 
could be no ratification before the mid- 
dle of November, 1906. 

This means that the practical qucs- 
tior of legislation against trusts could 
not, under this programme, be taken 
up Dy congress until the winter of 
1906 and the spring of 1907. 

Viewed in this light, The Sun takes 
up President Roosevelt’s promises of 
action. In his Wheeling speech the 
distinguished trust-buster said: 

When we have the power, the first 
thing to do would be to find out the 
facts. For that purpose I am absolutely 
clear that we need publicity; that we 
need it not as a matter of favor from 
any one corporation, but as a matter of 


right secured through the agents of the 
government from all fhe corporations 


concerned. 
Supposing that the legislation could 
be secured by March 3, 1907—it hav- 
ing been demonstrated that there is no 
practical hope of earlier action—the 
federal government would then for 
the first time be in a position to force 
that publicity which is to be the 
groundwork for the proposed legisla- 
tion. But The Sun points out that this 
“preliminary exercise of inquisitorial 
power” could not bring results in the 
Shape of anti-trust legislation before 
the end of the second session of the 
sixtieth congress, or. March 4, 1909. 
“All the power that is given,’’ said 
the president at Wheeling, ‘‘I can assure 
you, will be used in a spirit as free as 
possible from rancor of any kind, but 
with the firmest possible determination 


to make big man and little man alike 
Obey ‘the law. ** * * © When ‘we 
have the power I most earnestly hope 
and should most earnestly advocate that 
it be used with the greatest wisdom and 
self-restraint.’’ 

The value of this promise that “all 


the power will be used in a spirit as 
free as possible of rancor of any kind” 
does not impress The Sun when it’ re- 
calls the fact that even if President 
Roosevelt is given a second term he 
will go out of office on March 4, 1909, 
or before any of his anti-trust legisla- 
tion can become effective. “Any in- 
fluences that he could exert in the di- 
rection of a moderate and judicious 
use of the federal power over the pri- 
vate business in the states would be 
purely moral—that of a retired states- 
man and generally respected private 
citizen,” The Sun says. “How can he 
answer for the spirit and deeds of the 
congress or of the chief magistrate 
who will take office on March 4, 
1909?” 

It is in arguing from this situation 
that the president’s republican critics 
show the futility, if not the political 
dishonesty, of the Roosevelt _pro- 
gramme.

It 
might be more satisfactory to give a 
child a provisional name, or number, re- 
serving for him the right of naming 
himself when he comes to what is called 
sarcastically the age of discretion. It 
was a burden for Bella Wilfer’s papa to 
be called Reginald and be showed his 
aabitual modesty and wisdom in cutting 
down that haughty dacty) to the initial. 
Many worthy men have been the sport of 
fate or frolicsome parents and have gone 
-hrough life with names seemingly tin- 
tended to distress the wearer. What ex- 
cellent souls were Preserved Fish of 
Long Island, Bonum Nye of one of the 
Massachusetts Brookfields, <A. Street 
Sleeper of Philadelphia! So far as we 
know, they didn’t suffer on account of 


j their peculiar appellations, although, for 


obvious reasons, Mr: Sleeper never sign- 
ed his initials to his letters to the press. 

Sometimes, but too rarely, the name 
fits the named. Thus a great man of 


Chicago is appropriately called the Hon.

Magnus Hess. But’ Caesar was no ht- 
ting name for that Rodnéy who signed 
the declaration; and that Georgia sen- 
ator, Bacon, who trembles so much at 
imperialism, totters beneath the weight 
of Augustus Octavius. Such violations 
of the rules of concinnity are to be re- 
gretted. Yet self-chosen names might be 
as unfortunate. We used to know a girl 
whose. unusually thoughtful parents let 
her select her own name when she was 
16 years of age. She took that ill-omened 
one, Cassandra, but has since restored 
concinnity by marrying a Kansas pop- 
ulist. 

_The Hirsh case shows that the choos- 
ing of Surnames, even under the super- 
vision of the courts, may breed jealousies. 
Not all families have the large tolerance 
of the Smiths, who welcome new recruits 
and take a just pride in their own world- 
circling name. In the case of families 
of less population and geographical ‘dis- 
tribution, there might be a referendum. 
Each member of the clan who had resided 
in a state for five consecutive years 
might be allowed to vote on the question 
of receiving into that clan a person in 
that state who had petitioned to be al- 
lowed to bear the clan name. Even then, 
there would be no way by which Hirsch 
could bar out Hirsh. But surely it is a 
compliment to your own name to have 
somebody borrow it or one very much 
like it, and must be thought to show a 
pretty taste. 


He Needs a Longer Pole.

Further along may be found some in- 
teresting reminiscences of older citizens, 
which are well worth preserving, as they 
throw a flood of light on the past and 
serve to bind that to the present with 
links of almost forgotten history. 

Not the least interesting, and certainly 
the only history to be found anywhere, 
is that of tne proceedings of the boards of 
mayor and council from the first, 1848, 
the birth of Atlanta, down to the recon- 
struction period after the civil war, 1868. 
This voluminous work was verformed by 
one of Atlanta’s most energetic and loyal 
citizens—ex-Mayor James E. William, de- 
ceased. For many years this devoted 
friends of this place labored@to keep in 
touch with every meeting of the city 
fathers, and how wel] he succeeded is 
attested by those private notes of his 
which have never before been given to 
the public. The names of the mayors 
and councils are given in their order 
year by year. 

There are many other ‘features of this 
history which will be read by all and 
enjoyed, especially the reminiscences by 
the pioneers, among whom may be men- 
tioned Virgil Norcross, Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley, John Thrasher, Judge Ura 
Ezzard, Edward Peters, Judge Hayden, 
C. R. Hanleiter and others. Every pup- 
lic library in the United States ought to 
have this interesting work. Certainly 
every housebold in Atlanta ought to have 
a copy.

While Allen Critchlow, convict No. 334, 
at the federal prison, was thougnt to be 
in &@ pantry cracking ice, yesterday morn- 
tng, he was scrambiing through a venti- 
Jator and making his way to Nberty. He 
Was gone half an hour before his ab- 
fence was discovered and he got that 
Much start on the posses which are now 
in pursuit of him with bloodhounds. 

At midnight Critchlow had not been 
captured, though there were several 
clews. He had evidently doubled back 
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ALLEN CRITCHLOW. 
Convict No. 834 Who Escaped Yes- 
terday Morning frcm the Federal 
Prison. 
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on his tracks several times’ through 
creeks and swamps, and is said to have 
carried red pepper to throw the hounds 
off the scent. 

Critchlow was working 2s a help to the 
ccoks. He was sent into a small room 
to get the ice ready for the prison. That 
was about 7 o’clock in the morning At 
7:36 somebody asked where was Critch- 
low, and an irvestigation showed that ne 
had escaped. 

A wily and cunning fellow Critchlow is 
said to be and the prison guards had 
been warned to keep an eye on him. it 
Was never believed he would dare to at- 
tempt an escape at such’an héur and from 
such a place. He had to creep and craw! 
and squeeze under pipes and through dust 
and ashes. But he was successful. 

Bloodhounds on Trail. 

As soon as it was ascertained that No. 
834 had escaped, posses were organized to 
purswe lim. The prison bloodhounds wero 
put on his trail and they followed it as 
far as Conley, a station on the Centra! 
railroad. ‘They lost the trail for a short 
while, ut again took it, and from last 
accounts dogs and. poste were going 
westward through the woods. 

‘While thé posses were in pursuit of the 
fugitive, the officials at the prison were 
getting out photographs and descriptions 
of the convict. Hundreds of photographs 
were made from a plate already in pos- 
session Of the warcen and pampniets con- 
taining accurate.descriptions were struck 
off and mailed to all adjacent cities and 
towns. The long-distance telephone and 
telegraph were put into use.

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JOHNSON OPENS 
HS CAMPAICA 


Candidate for Mayor Made Ini- 
lial Speech Last Night 


- 


Declared He Was the Only One Eligi- 
ble for Office, and Asserted That 
Messrs. English and Broth- 
erton “Ought Both To 
Be Abolished.”’ 


Alderman Harvey Johnson, candidate 
for mayor, delivered the initial speech of 
his campaign last evening in the coun- 
cil chamber on the top floor of the cipy 
hal] building, before an audience which 
filled the room comfortabiy. It was @ 
good-natured, attentive crowd and Mr. 
Johnson was frequently interrupted by 
applause during the course of his re- 
marks. Friends of the three mayoralty 
candidates wefe to be seen tn the cham- 
ber and not a few councilmen attended 
the meeting, which was presided over 
by Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr. 

Mr. Johnson spoke for about twenty-five 
minutes. He paid his respects to his two 
opponents, who, he deciared, were clearly 
not eligible. His most sensational state- 
ment was in reference to the police de- 
partment. He said he had persistently 
favored doing away with the board of 
police commissioners, ‘‘and,’’ he exclaim- 
ed, ‘I think Captain English and Captain 
Brotherton, in their official capacities, 
ought both to be abolished.’’ 

Among other things, Mr. Johnson arm 


nounced that he was opposed to an in- 
crease in the city tax rate. He said the 
city would get abundant revenue if the 
people and corporations who, he said, 
were not paying proper taxes should be 
made to do so. Mr. Johnson touched 
brifly wpon several subjects and declared 
his intention of publishing his platform 
shortly. Before concluding he stated he 
would deliver his next public speech in 
the hall at the corner of Marietta and 
Thurmond streets tomorrow evening. Be- 
fore the meeting opened Vittur’s drum 
corps played in front of the city hall. 
Introduced by Arnold. 

Mr. Johnson was introduced by Mr. 
Arnold, who, in opening the meeting, had 
a few words to say relative to Mr. John- 
son’s candidacy. He began by Stating 
that the city was confronted by 4 re- 
markable situation. Two of the candi- 
dates for mayor, he said, were certainly 
not eligible and he considered it “brazen 
for them to continue in the 
race. He introduced Mr. Johnson as ‘“‘the 
only candidate who, under the law, could 
hold the office.’’ 

Mr. Johnson's appearance was greeted 
with applause. He began by thanking 
those present for coming out to hear 
him, and assured them he had no Iinten- 
tion of spealting at any great length. He 
said that, lest any one should feel slight- 
ed that he had not seen them personally 
and asked them to vote for him, that he 
extended a hearty invitation to vote for 
him for mayor. Mr. Johnson declared he 
was affiliated with no one but himself 
and was not the representative of any 
corporation, 

“I want to. be mayor,’ he exclaimed, 
‘because I think it is a great honor to 
octgoy the chéér of, the chief executive 
of this great city. And if I am elected 
everybody will have the entre of my 
office at all times, and I assure you in 
advance that I will never turn a deaf 
ear to any man. If I don’t agree with 
vou. about a proposition I will tell you 
so frankly. I'll never favor anything 
that I think is wrong. 

‘I am a modest man. I did not build 
the viaduct, neither did I build the Kim- 
ball house, nor did I frame all the laws 
in Atlanta. I never had the honor to 
face the bullets of the enemy during the 
war, but I assure you I would have bee 
there had I been old enough. The two 
other candidates lay claim to all the 
honors I have mentioned, and they would 
have you believe that out of al) this big 
city tney are the only ones who are en- 
titled to the office. 

“All I can say is that if they should 
happen to die we'd be in a devil of a fix! 
While I have beén in public office I have 
tried to do my duty. I may have failed; 
and if so, it was a failure of the head and 
not the heart. My confreres in council 
have honored me by electing me to pre- 
side over the deliberations of that body 
and I deciare to you that in all my rulings 
as mayor pro tem. I have been honest and 
impartial.’”’ 

Will Announce Platform. 

Mr. Johnson then referred to the fact 
that none of the candidates had an- 
nounced platforms. He said he would pre- 
pare his later. He declared he was un- 
equivocally opposed to raising the tax 
rate This statement was applauded. He 
went on to say he would never sign any 
bill looking to an increase in the city 
rate. Mr. Johnson asserted that an in- 
creased rate would drive away home- 
seekers, manufacturing plants, public 
utility concerns and al] manner of capi- 
ta]. He said a highér rate was not heces- 
sary. 

“The way to Increase the revenue of 
this city,” he continued, “is to make the 
people and corporations, who are not pay- 
ing proper taxes, ‘come across.’ They are 
not now doing it.’’ 

Referring briefly to the question of 
schools, Mr. Johnson said it was the duty 
of the city to furnish all children witu 
seats in thé schools. His most senga- 
tional statement was made when he was 
discussing the police department. 

“TIT have,’ he said, ‘‘persistantly and in- 
sistantly advocated the idea of abolish- 
ing the entire police board. (Cheers.) | 
think Captain English and Captain 
Brotherton, in their official - capacities, 
ought both to be abolished! (More cheers.) 
The police department ought to be put on

He en took up the 
subject of ineligibility and told of tha 
letter he had written in which he offered 
to quit the race if the other two gentle- 
men would do likewise. 

“I did not make this offer for myself,” 
he declared, “but for the city, and the 
two other candidates, puffed up by their 
arrogance, both declined to do it. Now, 
as to the opinions that have been ren- 
dered concerning this question: I have 
the greatest respect for the omnion of 
Judge HopRins. He is an able lawyer 
and a splendid gentleman, but he is nou 
infallible. Everybody is Wable to be 
mistaken at some time. Ask any lawyer 
and he wil) tell you that to elect either 
of those other. gentlemen will put this 
city in litigation..

“If I am elected mayor of Atlanta I'll 
be in mv Office every day, unless. of 
course, I am sick, and when I'm sick, I’ 
be sick! (Cheers and crfes of ‘Hit ’em 
again.’) I have walked this city for 
years, I’ve been in all the churches, I’ve 
been tn every saloon and I have been in 
the schools, and I know what the city is 
—and now I want to rest in that bf 
armchair upstairs. As mayor I'll do my 
very best to represent all the people to 
the best of my ability.”’ 

There was mutH cheering in the hall 
when Mr. Johnson concluded, *and then 
there were calls for Charles T, Hopkins 
and Luther Z. Rosser, who occupied 
chairs within the council railing, but 
neither would respond.

HOPE ROASTS. 
| SAVANNAH MEN 


Declares Politics Is at Bottom of 
Criticism of Governor 


Says Members of Savannah Troops 
Are in the Attitude of the Dog 
in the Manger Regarding 
the Sea Girt Shoot 
Controversy. 


Captain George M. Hope, commanding 
Troop L, First regiment cavairy Geor- 
gia troops, who was in charge of the At- 
lanta team which went to Sea Girt, N. J., 
recently and participated in the big shoot 
at that place, yesterday gave out a red- 
hot interview, in which he pays his re- 
spects to the Savannah men who criti- 
cized the governor and the members of 
the guard who attended the shoot. 

He characterises the criticisms as 
“small politics, dirty politics, in which 
the actors, disgruntled by defeat, in the 
name of military, would malign the ex- 
ecutive and destroy the discipline and 
efficiency of the sefvice.’’ Captain Hope 
announced that next year Atianta would 
be represented at the Sea Girt range by 
a team of at least fifteen picked members 
of the Horse Guard. He deciared he would 
be very much surprised and disappointed 
if the men did not bring back the Hilton 
trophy with them. 


Hot Roast for Savannah. 

The following its the interview which 
Captain Hope gave out yesterday: 

The Governor's Horse Guard has read with 
indignation an attack on Governor Candler, 
made in The Savannah News of yesterlay and 
reproduced in The Constitution of the same 
Cate as a special from Savannah. 

The head and front of the governor’s offend- 
ing is that he permitted a detachment of 
the Governor’s Horse Guard, of Atlanta, to 
gO to Sea Girt without first asking the per- 
mission of the Savannah contingent. 

The writer of the alleged ‘‘editorial’’ in 
The Néws speaks of the governor's ‘‘inter- 
view’ and of his ‘‘explanation.’’ The gove- 
ernor has given out ho interview nor explanua- 
tion. He has, on the contrary, when called 
upon to talk on the subject, positively re- 
fused to do s6, and bas always replied, “I 
Lave nothing to say.” The statement m 
The News’ editorial that the governor per- 
mited the detachment of the Horse Guard 
to go to See Gir: ‘‘over the unanimous pro- 
test of his military advisers,’’ is totaily and 
meanly false. Nobody protested, and the 
matter was never submitted to the advisory 
board; such questions never are. The gov- 
ernor is the commander in chief of the state 
military establishment and does not have to 
ask permission of his subordinates to do or 
not to do any lawful act. He is clothed 
with a discression which he has never 
abused. 

The facts are, that when application was 
made to him by the writer an¢@ other merabers 
of the Horse Guard, for pefmission to go ta 
Sea Girt, he replied» 
come up through the regular military chan- 
nel and it shall have prompt and ‘¢areful. con- 
siderntion.’’ - In accordance with this sug- 
gestion, it was sent up through the regular 
channel, and when it reached the adjutant 
gencral, it bore the indorsement of the colonel 
commanding, respectfully forwarded, adjutant 
general without recommendation, but the 
cglone] neither approved nor dis:»proved it. 
In this shape it reached the adjuJ@nt gen- 
erhl. That officer approved it, and when 
rresented to him, the governor also approv- 
ed it. 

It ie true the inspector general of rifle prac- 
tice, to whom it wes presented at the sug- 
gestion of Governor Candler, not as a matter 
of right, but of courtesy (because he is not a 
commanding but only a staff officer), tie- 
clinéd t*> approve it, but it was a matter con- 
cerning which he hag no legal right to speak. 
because he is not the commander in chief no: 
even a subordinate commanding officer. If 
his will is to be supreme military law, tha 
constitution and the code should be changed 
so a8 to clothe him with dictatorial powers in 
all military matters. 

Calls It Childish Folly. 

The writer of this alleged editorial speaks 
of ‘‘trifling with the honor of the 6 state.’’ 
The honor of the state is perhaps as safe in 
the keeping of a veteran soldier, who has bitd 
on more than one battle fleld in defending her 
honor, as in the hands of a few disgru:itled 
reiiticians in Savennah, from whem all the 
complaint comes, who never smelled an ounce 
of burning gun powder in their lives. Al} 
of this noise in Savannah about the ‘‘honor 
of the state’’ and the ‘‘people of Geoigia’’ is 
amusing.

Letters from Howell and 
Johnson Read at Meeting 
Last Night. 


RESOLUTIONS THREATEN 
TO ENJOIN HEALTH BOARD 


‘Enthusiastic Crowd of Citizens from 
First and Fifth Wards Attended 
Mass Meeting Last Night. 
Protested Against Con- 
ditions Existing. 


If the city board of health decides to 
make another contract with the Lester 
Furnace. Company to remove and cre- 
mate the city garbage, a bill of injunction 
will be fled against the board to prevent 
its taking such an action. 

Such a step was decided upon at the 
mass meeting of citizens held at the 
home of M. C. @ook, corner Simpson and 
Chestnut streets, last night by the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 

“Be it resolved, That a committee of 
five be appointed to file a pill ~ enjoin 
the board of health if said board under- 
takes to make further contract with 
the Lester Furnace Company as to the 
removal and cremating of the city gar- 
bage and night soil, and that said com- 
mittee have full power to act.” 

A large and enthusiastic crowd gath- 
ered at the ma&’s meeting which was held 
by the citizens of the first and fifth 
wards to discuss the question of the 
crematory, and the matter of bringing 
to the attention of the city council the 
deplorable condition of the streets and 
Sewers of that section of the city. 

A number of the citizens present spoke 
at some length on the subject of the 
Crematory and the neglected condition 
of their streets and sewers, and it was 
the sentiment of each speaker fhat the 
citizens of that section of the city should 
Support for mayor only the man who 
should promise to give more attention to 
the bettering of the conditions which they 
claimed existed. 

At the last meeting of the citizens a 
committee was appointed to communicate 
with each of the mayoralty candidates 
- and get an expression from each ag to 
how he stood on the question of the 
crematory and the improvement of that 
portion of the city. Letters were read 
from Captain Evan P. Tiowell and Hon. 
Harvey Johnson. It was stated that Mr. 
Woodward had been communicated with, 
but that no response had been received 
from him in regard to the matter. Nv 
action was taken_on the letters, as Colo- 
nel Woodward had failed to respond. 

Captain moweii’s Letter. 

Following is the letter received from 
Captain Howell: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 11, 12.— 
Messrs. M. T. Lumbert, W. J. McGee and 
5. €. lapp, Committee—Gentiemen: in 
response iv your request for an expres- 
sion of my views reialive to matters af- 
fecting tme interest of the resiuents aud 
property owners of the communiiy e¢i- 
oraced in tne first and nfth wards of 
the city of Atlanta, 1 beg to aavise you 
that i am fully in accord with any move- 
ment looking to the preservation of the 
rights’ to which tnese wards, as part of 
the city of Atianta, are naturaliy ent-

es -activety~ 


interested ~in- ai+-—-matiers. 


reiating to the weilare of Atianta, it 1s 
not unnmatura] that | should be commit- 
ted to the proposition that it is the duty 
of the municipal government to. treat 
every section embraced in our munici- 
pality with equal fairness and i have 
always opposed any movement looking 
to the advancement of one section at the 
expense of anotner. 

“During the long period of my resi- 
dence in Atlanta, my home has been 1o- 
cated just beyond the limits of the first 
ward, and i have therefore been in a 
position to realize and appreciate the 
great need of that ward for substantial 
aid in the extension of its municipal im- 
provements and the great lack of sub- 
stantia] sympathy with which its citi- 
zens have been met in their effort to de- 
velop and improve its natural advant- 
ages. The fifth ward has been no less 
neglected. 

“As a member of the city council lL 
have earnestly endeavored, in a practical 
way, to secure better street car facili- 
ties, better street improvements and bet- 
ter pavements and viaducts for these 
wards and to enabie their citizens to gain 
better and more convenient access to 
the center of the city, of which both 
these wards comprise important parts. 
These efforts have been to some extent 
successful and I shall feel] what I hope 
is a pardonable pride in continuing my 
efforts until all the citizens of these wards 
shall be accorded the full measure of 
recognition to which they are justly en- 
titled. 

+ “In regard to the pending investigation 
of the charges in connection with the 
city crematory, it is but fair to state 
that having had no connection with the 
board of health, or with the committees 
in charge of that branch of the city gov- 
ernment, I have not had an opportunity 
to investigate the evidence affecting these 
charges. At the same time, I ao not 
hesitate to say, in al} frankness, tha? 1 
ynalterably .opposed to any policy 
which, in addition _ denying these wards 
rovements to 
SP aeticies. undertakes to impose upon 
them the burden of vojectionable insti- 
tutions, or of conducting such institu- 
tions in an objectionable manner. 

“If I am elected meyer, Of —ounggeenay me 

vote my utmost endeavors to se- 
om 4 thotdust investigation of these 
complaints and will pledge my admin- 
istration to «& vigorous policy, having 
for its object the suppression of any nui- 
gance that such investigation may dis- 
close, and I will persist in this policy un- 
til all the citizens of. the first and fifth 
wards are secure in the enjoyment of all 

e rights shared by other citizens and 
to which they also are 80 eminently en- 
titled, umder the letter. and the spirit 
of our laws.

“Whereas the first and fifth wards, 
and especially the sections of these wards 
where they connect, have been badly neg- 
lected and have not received their pro- 
rata part of the public revenue; and

city is almost entirely made up of work-

7-100 per pound, being the equivalent of the 
discount no longer given, the net value thus re- 
maining unaltered. On the same date the 
weight of American cotton contracts for 
futures wil] be altered from 47,200 poufids 
to 48.000 pounds.’’

But This Is an Abnormal Year with 
the Fleecy Staple, and There Is 
Little New Growth—Ground 
All Right for Fall 
Plowing.

The weather prospects for today are 
fair and slightly cooler. 

The high barometer in the northwest 
foreshadows a good three days’ more of 
cool weather before this present spell is 
broken. Killing frost has reached as far 
south as South Dakota and Nebraska, 
and while nothing sensational is indi- 
cated in the weather burédu reports for 
this part of the country, the weather is 
unusually coo] for this time of year. 
Yesterday’s temperature registered 48 de- 
grees in Chattanooga, Tenn.; 47 degrees 
in Rome and 46 degrees in Tallapoosa, 

The nights, ranging between 50 degrees 
and 6) degrees, have been too cool for 
the opening of cotton bolls. This might 
prove a considerable damage to the crop 
under ordinary conditions,, both in this 
particular and that of retarding the new 
Srowth of cotton plants. But as this 
year the crop is not normal and there is 
little if any new growth and the cotton 
is very generally open, the ¢ool nights 
will result in little damage. A tempera- 
ture of (2 degrees or thereabouts is gen- 
erally considered to be the best for open- 
ing the bolls and stimulating new growth. 
So far as early frost is concerned but 
little damage would result, for the same 
reason that there is almost no ne 
growth. From Forecaster Marbury, The 
Constitution reporter learned that the 
average date for the arrival of frost in 
Atlanta is November 4. 


Recent Rains of Great Value. 


Reports from farmers and planters all 
Over the state have been to the effect 
that while the recent rains havé been too 
late to benefit cotton, they have proved 
of great value to late crops. The soil, 
too, which, with the long summer 
drought, was baked to almost the crispy 
dryness of a western desert, has been 
softened and is mellow far fall plowing. 
While some reports of the sowing of tur- 
nip seed and winter wheat have been 
received by Forecaster Marbury, especial- 
ly from gouthern Georgia, this work has 
been generally delayed by utilizin every 
effort to harvest, the cotton, which, con- 
trary tc average years, has opened very 
generally throughout the gtate at one 
and the same time. In many counties a 
Scarcity of labor has proved'a setback 
to planters and meant a further postpone. 
ment of fall plowing. 

While little improvement is reported in 
the indications for the total cotton crop, 
it is very generally believed that higher 
prices wii] make up for at least.a great- 
er part of the shortage. 

The ability of cotton raisers to store 
their cotton makes this particularly true 
this year. Time was when planters so 
mortgaged their chops for current ex- 
penses to néarby merchants that the 
cotton had to be sold as soon ag picked, 
by which the merchant and the specu- 
lator alone -profited at tha.cost of the 
producer. 
farmers generally have been able to meet 
these accounts without such sacrifice and 
if indications pointed to a general short- 
age, store their cotton and await the 
time when they could themselves benefit 
by the better prices. This is reported 
as being particularly true this year and 
as a result Georgians generaily will be 
able to ‘realize’ an average profit from a 
short crop.

STATES HE DID NOT 
SUPPORT M’KINLEY 


Judge Hammond Yoted for Palmer 
and Buckner in 1896. 


MAKES DENIAL OF RUMORS 


Says He Never Supported McKinley, 
and When He Applied for Fed- 
eral Judgeship It Was asa 
- Democrat—An Inter- 

esting Statement. 


Judge William KR. Hammond, candidate 
for the supreme bench, denies emphatical- 
ly that he ever voted for or advocated the 
candidacy of McKinley and states that 
he never applied for a federa] Judgeship 
under the guise of republicanism. 

Judge Hammond says that he believes 
the statements and rumors to this effect 
which have been current in Atlanta and 
throughout the state since he became a 
candidate, were started by ag opposing 
candidate for the supreme éourt judge- 
ship. 

Judge Hammond makes this statement 
on account of the fact that for some days 
past a well-defined rumor has been afloat 
to the effect that in T96 ne wrote a card 
to the Constitution advocating the can- 
Gidacy of the republican nominee, Wili- 
iam McKinley, and also that later he 
applied for a federal judgeship under the 
McKinley administration, stating that he 
was a republican. ‘hese statements have 
been made probably in various parts of 
the state, and Janige Hammond has had 
Several letters asking if they were true. 
Yesterday in speaking of the matter he 
Said: 

What Judge Hammond Says. 

‘The statements are absolutely untrue, 
and I have reason to"believe they have 
teen put in circulation by Judge Candler, 
as his political supporters have given ut- 
terance to them, 

‘“! never voted for McKinley and | 
never applied for any position under any 
other than my true politics, which have 
always been democratic. in 1836 1 wrote 
a card to the Constitution outlining my 
position and stating that I could not and 
would not vote for Bryan. My reason for 
this statement was my honest opinion that 
Bryanism meant ruin tor the country, 
and I thought the silver policy as out- 
lined by the democratic party at Chicago 
was dishonest. The headlines in the pa- 
per next morning made it appear that I 
would support McKinley., Subsequently 
Il corrected this. in point of fact, 1 voted 
for the sound money candidates—Palmer 
and Buckner—as acconding to my ideas 
they were the only real democrats in the 
field. In 1900 I voted the regular demo- 
cratic ticket 

Applied as a Democrat. 

“Now, as to my application tor a fed- 
eral judgeship: I did apply for a federal 
judgeship, but as a democrat. There 
were two republican judges on the bench 
at that time, and I thought the demo- 
crats of the district ought to be repre- 
sented. 1 was toid at the time that I 
would stand a much better chance for 
the place if 1 applied as a republican, 
but. I declined to do so. ; 

“T have conduct2>d my campaign on a 
high-toned plane, and I have never men- 
tioned Judge Candler in any of the let- 
ters I have sen, out. All my references 
to him have been in the public prints. I 
think he should pursue a similar course. 

“I have received many letters during 
the past few days from men telling me 
that they could not support Judge Can- 
dler on account of the fact tTat he gad 
gone to other parts of the state and held 
court tor the purpose of furthering his 
politica: ambition.”

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Motive Power in Great Demand. 
The railroads of the country are now 
experiencing a shortage of motive power 
that may cause serious trouble before 
the fall crops are marketed. The man- 
agers are making a strenuous effort to 
provide themselves with freight loco- 
motives, bait in spite of all their ef- 
forts it is feared that congestion will 
result, as serious as that of last year 
caused by the car shortage. 

The shortage in freight equipmers: 
has been largely overcome by the ad- 
dition of 55,000 freight cars to the roli- 
ing stock of the roads and the inau- 
guration of the per diem system of ac- 
counting. The situation will be helped 
to some extent by the greater haul- 
ing powers of the new locomotives, 
but it is not thought that this will 
be sufficient to cover the tremendous 
increase in tonnage. 

The large orders for motive power 
that are being placed are evidence that 
the managers are alive to the fact 
that they are short on locomotives. All 
the locomotive works in the country 
are running on double time to fill the 
orders which they have ahead. Some 
orders have been given for 1904 delivery, 
while orders for 1903 delivery have been 
quite frequent. This shows that the 
railroads do not consider the recent in- 
crease in tonnage anything of a tempo- 
rary nature. 

Passenger locomotives are being or- 
dered as well as freight, but the orders 
for freight motive power are much 
greater than those for passenger loco- 
motives. Out of 600 locomotives ordered 
last week 400 were for freight traffic. 


Railway Receiverships. 

Receiverships are becoming less promi- 
nent in railroad affairs every day. While 
a few years ago they played quite a 
part in the railroad history of the coun- 
try, they are now disappearing from 
view. 

Some interesting figures concerning rail- 
way receiverships are found in the last 
statistical report of the interstate com- 
merce commission. The number of rail- 


30, 1901, was 45, from which it appears 
that there was a net decrease of 7 as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
the year previous. The number of rail- 
ways placed in the charge of receivers 
during the fiscal vear 1901 was 10, and the 
number of railways taken from the man- 
agement of receivers was 17. The roads 
under receivers operated a mileage of 2,- 
497.14 miles, of which 1,998.57 miles were 
owned by them. Of the roads managed 
by receivers, 2 had an operated mileage 
in excess of 30 miles, 8 between 100 and 
300 miles, and 33 less than 100 miles. Re- 
turns for all roads fn the custody of the 
courts are not always available, but as 
nearly as ascertained it appears that the 
capital stock represented by the rail- 
ways in the charge of receivers on June 
30. 191, was $49.478.257. funded debt $54,- 
748.662. and current jiabilities $14,183,230. 
These figures show a decrease fin capital 
stock represented as compared with 1900 
of $58,618,598 and in funded debt of $52,644,- 
360. 


Jacksboro Wants Railroad. 

Knoxville, Tenn., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The people of Jacksboro, the seat 
of government of Campbell county, Tenn., 
are making strenuous efforts to have the 
Knoxville, LaFollette and Jellico rall- 
road (Louisville and Nashville) pasa 
through that town. All the route of the 
new road has been located from Jellico 
to Knoxville with the exception of a 
short section about Jacksboro. On ar- 
count of Jacksboro’s pecullarly unde- 
sirable location for a railroad to ap- 
proach it, it has not vet been able to 
get a through line. If the Louisville and 
Nashville fails to go there it will be on 
account of the extraordinary cost tin 
grading the approaches to the town. The 
survey, which will likely be taken, if 
Jacksboro is abandoned. places the near- 
est point -within 3 miles of Jacksboro. 
The Southern railway’s line is 4 miles 
from the town. The matter will be 
definitely settled in a few days.

Plans for the bridge have been drawn 
and are now in the. office of the county 
board. Ss proposed. cost of the bridge 
is $7,000, gnd according to the plans it 
will be a handsome structure. The ma- 
terial for the main spans of the bridge 
is iron, while the approaches from the 
Fulton and Cobb county sides will be of 
wood,

There came near being a riot at a 
flying jennie located on Fort, near Fair 
street, last night about 8 o'clock, and 
it took ten. policemen to quell the dis- 
turbance. A small white boy was struck 
by a stone ‘and seriously injured. An 
unknown negro was ghot, but he es- 
caped. Another negro had his clothes

Special Officer Oscar Swinney ‘fired 
into the negro mob several times to stop 
them from stoning his house, which was 
near the flying jennie. 

Acting Captain Martin, Acting: Ser- 
geant Maddox and eight patrolmen went 
to the scene of the disorder and’ made« 
two arrests. 

Last night Special Officer Swinney, 
whose business it was to keep order, 
had. some trouble with a -negro and he 
arrested him. This was a signal for a 
crowd of negro toughs to turn upon 
the officer. Swinney took his prisoner 
into his home. while he waited for a 
patrol wagon. 

The mob gathered about Swinney's 
house and began to stone ff. Large 
stones were hurled with great force. 
The prisoner tried to get away and 
Swinney had to tussel with him white

Swinney was_at last..foreed to draw 
his pistol and he fired at the mob a 
number of times. It is said that one 
of the shots took effect, but the wound- 
ed negro was taken away before the 
detail of police arrived.”
